Santa Kosa,. March

Hiuce Saturday night it has been rain­ 
ing continually. 
Last night it came 
down in torrents and continued so to­ 
day with no prospect of clear weather.

The storm extends throughout the en­ 
tire Northern part of the Sacramento 
valley and iuto the mountains as far 
as heard from. I t is raining hard a t 
Oroville, 8mart8ville, Cherokee, Shas­ 
ta, and all other places from which we 
have 
advices. 
At

M ountain 
House thirty miles above Oroville, it 
is raining on a considerable body of 
snow. 
At Concow, 
twelve 
miles 
above Cherokee it is rainiug very hard 
and the snow is all gone. A t Flefc- 
ville, twenty-four miles above Chero­ 
kee, rain is falling fast on four feet of 
snow. Feather river at Oroville is 
rising rapidly. The Sacramento river 
at Red Bluff is rising fast. The water 
is reported within three inchesof high 
water. A t Colusa, Yuba river is ris­ 
ing at the rate of two inches per hour. 
At dusk it bad raised to the eight 
foot m ark. No danger is apprehended 
here from the freshet, as the substan­ 
tial levees are considered safe against 
anything that m ay come. 
U k i a h , March 6th.—It began rain­ 
ing here Tuesday afternoon of last 
week aud it is still storm ing, snow 
falling on all mountains. The rivers 
are up and still 
rising. Forty-two 
inches of raiu fell this seasou. 


Arizona Items.

There have been as far as can be as­ 
certained, sixty-three ounces of placer 
gold brought in from the 8anta Ritas, 
during the past week, and purchased 
in varying quantities by Messrs Jacob 
Zeckendorf, Drachmau, Archibald and 
Wood. 
Theo. F. W hite, Uuited States dep­ 
uty surveyor, haB completed his sur­ 
veys of the Pima and Maricopa In ­ 
dian reservation and adjacent publio 
land, and has gone to Yuma,where he 
has a contract w ith the local authori­ 
ties, for a survey of that town. 
As a mining item , we mention this; 
Mr. D. M. Bennett received a letter 
by Thursday’s m ail from Mr. Barnes, 
saying th at a man recently came from 
Globe District to Floreuce with three 
donkeys loaded with silver ore; th at a 
San Francisco m an offered $500 for the 
ore and th at the offer was refused; 
that the ore was taken to Jennings & 
Co.’s furnace, smelted, and gave a 
gross yield of over $1000. 
A t most, 
there could hardly have been above 
500 pounds of ore, 
Globe aud Pinal 
districts seem to stand head in the 
m atter of rich mines. 
Prof. A. L. Pinart, ethnologist, re­ 
cently arrived in Tucson. He is act­ 
ing uuder authority of the Interior 
Department and left W ashington sev. 
eral m onths ago. 
He has spent some 
time in California and this Territory, 
and will soon leave for tlie Chiricahua 
Indian reserve, 6au Carlos, Apache 
and Suni villages. 
He appears devot­ 
ed to his work and industrious in 
availing himself of all information re- 
iatiug to the Indians, and subjects 
coming within the science of ethuoio- 
gy-

San Bernardino Items.

Among the prominent arrivals at 
tlie Bella Union Hotel yesterday was 
Mr. C. Delauo, ex-Secretary of the Iu- 
terior, and lady, of W ashington City, 
D. C. 
Next week Mr. E . J. Davis, of Riv­ 
erside, will commence the erection of 
a store at th at place for parties from 
'Los Angeles. It will be of brick, 30x70 
feet and two stories high. 
Quite an excitem ent was created at 
Hall’s Camp a short time since over a 
lynching affair. I t appears th at a 
man was strongly suspected of steal­ 
ing certain article* but the proof not 
being sufficient to w arrant legal pro­ 
ceedings it was determined to extort 
a confession of theft from the party. 
He was therefore taken to a tree, a 
noose placed about his ueck and was 
then hung. 
The experiment was re­ 
peated half a dozen times, but the fel­ 
low wouldn't confess worth a cent, so 
they turned him loose. This seems 
rather a peculiar m anner of treating 
thieves and doubtless has its merits iu 
some cases. 
Through the courtesy of Mr. D. See­ 
ly we had the pleasure of perusing a 
letter from Edward Pettit, of Salt 
Lake, concerning the discovery of ex­ 
ceedingly rich silver leads near St. 
George in Southern Utah. One lead 
has been located for six miles in 
length and the cropping assay from 
$800 to $1,750 per ton. Large quanti­ 
ties have been shipped to Salt Lake. 
He also states of what is of more in ­ 
terest to us, that the probabilities are 
very favorable for the Utah Southern 
Railroad being pushed forward as rap­ 
idly as possible to St. George as soon 
as Spring opens, in consequence of 
these discoveries. If this should be 
done it will not be very long before 
Utah will be shipping her stores of 
wealth 'through our valley to the 
coast.

Cohens Purpose. 


Mr. A. A. C o h e n , a gentleman who 
formerly controlled 
tbe ferries be­ 
tween San Francisco and Oakland 
and Alameda, and owned or con­ 
trolled the railroad from Alameda 
Point to Hay ward’s, and made a for­ 
tune on charges for freights and fares 
four times higher than the rates now 
charged, is the chief of the lobby now 
laboring to force the passage of A r c h ­ 


e r ’s freights and fares .bill. 
Mr. 
C o h e n is a monopolist by nature and 
practice. 
When lie controlled a rail­ 
road and the bay ferries, the applica­ 
tion of the term extortion to his enor­ 
mous rates would have been consid­ 
ered by him as very unjust. Now, 
however, although the charges are less 
than one-fourth what he collected, he 
considers them too high, and is labor­ 
ing with might and main for A r c h ­ 


e r ’s folly. 
Behind Mr. C o h e n ’s ap­ 
parent zeal for tlie people stands the 
real cause of his advocacy of the bill, 
and its name is T o m S c o t t ’s three 
hundred and fifty million dollar Texas 
Pacific subsidy scheme. Mr. C o h e n 
is a railroad man, and 110 one more 
fully understands than he that the 
passage of A r c h e r ’s bill will render 
worthless nearly every road in the 
State and so cripple the Central and 
Pacific Companies that the Southern 
Pacific will not be able to continue 
building their road Eastward. This 
will increase the chances for the suc­ 
cess of 
S c o t t ’s scheme, in which 
C o h e n is largely interested. 
If the 
Senate Committee will tear this mask 
from the ex-railroad and ferry monop­ 
olist, it will see that his object in sup­ 
porting A r c h e r ’s bill is not to reduce 
xates because he believes they ought 
to he reduced, but to injnre the South­ 
ern Pacific and thus advance tiie In­ 
terest of S c o t t and himself. 
Testi­ 
mony prompted 
by such motives 
should not, and we do not think will, 
weigh heavily in the estimation of 
the Committee. 


The Ferners- and 
Merchants’ Bank. 


Yesterday we dropped into 
the

There were at least half a million dol­ 
lars iu sight, with we do not know 
how many hundred thousand in the 
vaults. This is the condition in which 
we expected to find the Farmers’ and 
Merchants’ bank after tbe removal of 
the county’s hundred thousand dol­ 
lars. which was a mere bagatelle in 
the sum total of the bank’s resources.

The bill 
before the Legislature, 
known as the Archer Freight nnd Fare 
bill, is a measure fraught witji more 
calamity to the posterity of this,State 
than perhaps any or all other schemes 
of law that have been projected in that 
or any other Legislative body. It is 
no less in its immediate effects than 
to suspend the operntion of the rail­ 
roads, cause the rolling stock to lie 
withdrawn, machine shop to lie closed 
and some 5000 men to be deprived of 
their daily business. 
It is to seclude 
the whole interior of the State from 
the direct connection with the met­ 
ropolis, arrest produce on the way to 
market, isolate every farm in the 
State, send up the cost ot supplies to 
old wagon rates, thereby reducing the 
consumption of merchandise at least 
one-half, curtailing to that extent the 
business of the city; reducing the 
vulueof merchandise and the profits of 
business, tlius fatally aifecting the 
value of real estate, the rental of which 
depends upon those profits. 
ín short, 
tiie welfare of every man in the State 
is menaced by tbe possible enactment 
of a bill begotten in malice and lunch­ 
ed at the welfare of the community in 
order to effect an individual result. 
The whole world is yet thrilling with 
horror at the atrocity which devoted 
an ocean steamer and its living freight 
to destruction in order that the schem­ 
er might realize insurance upon a sup­ 
posed loss. This railroad law is of tiie

road to the Pecifie Ocean, 011 ornear 
the. thirty-second parallel, subject to 
sgch limitation as will protect the 
rights of the people, 
Governor Stanford said: His princi­ 
pal obligation lo this resolution was, 
that it squints toward what is known 
as the Texas Pacific Railroad in oppo. 
aion to the Southern Pacific line. From 
Bun Fi uncisco to the Colorado river it 
was 720 miles, and the rich business 
of tiie Arizona lay there, inviting 
a raj!road from this State so far.
